Death of a Judge from Outrage 
in Chicago. : 


The bar and the public geuerally of 
Chicago haye been thrown into much ex- 
citement in consequence of the death of 
Judge Aaron Tyler, who was recently 
dragged from the Police Court of that city 
by order of Justice Milliken, before whom 
he was pleading, and beaten by the officers 
of the Court so severely that he died in 
consequence. 

Judge Tyler was an old and much-hon- 
ored member of the Chicago bar, and the 
assault upon him was caused by his alleged 
refusal to sit down when he was ordered to 
by the Court, It tarns out, however, that 
there was no chair in which he could sit 
down, and because he did not perform 
therefore this impossibility, he was per- 
emptorily fined. Naturally enough he 
was exasperated at this; but be contented 
himself by saying aloud “I can pay my 
fine, and Iwill pay it.” This is tho testi- 
mony of a lawyer who was present... Whe- 
ther tue Justice misunderstood the words 
or not, he immediately ordered him to be 
put out of Court, which the Chicago bar 
declares in itselt an illegal act. The offi- 
cers pounced with haste and violence upon 
the venerable judge, seized him by the arms 
and collar, and dragged him along the dir- 
ty floor, and beat and pounded him before 
the very eyes of the Justice. Indeed, it is 
proved "that the largest of the policemen 
held him by the left band about the neck 
and with bis right reached and struck him 
in the face.” The same witness gays that 
* Jndge Tyler seemed to be trying to keep 
them off, but was not fighting.’ The wit 
ness thought when they got Lim on the 
stuirs that their object was “ to throw him 
down head foremost, and that he would 
certainly have fallen if he had vot caught 
hold of the rail." ‘They finally: dragged 
him into afelon’s cell, aud left him ‘there 
exbausted and covered with blood. 

The Police Justice had to release him at 
last, and was terrified no doubt, as well bo 
might be, av the copyequence of hisaction. 
We are glad to be able to add that the 
policemen were arrested at the instance of 
the bar, and will be tried for manslaughter. 
We hope tliat Justice Milliken will also be 
included in the indictment, for nothing 
short of this ought to sutisfy the public, 
whose moral sense has been outraged by 
this unheard-of proceedng.

‘The officera on both sides should 
receiyo punishment as condign as the law 
will permit, The Ottawa Times recently 
remarked very justly upon this Inst case; 
Want of sympathy with oriminala ought 
to be no excuse for deflance of law. Hence 
we think the extradition of Smith and 
Brown, two escaped jail birds trom Brant+ 
ford, the particulars of whioh were related 
by tho luffalo Depress, in not only “a lite 
tle frregulnr,” as tho xpress anys, but 
highly reprehensible, and the parties who 
perpotrated it je deserving of puniabment.

Exrnactino Gop From SULPHURETS — 
At Mill city, Colorado, Dr, J. 8. Seaton, of 
the McIntyre mill, is employing 4 simple 
method of extracting the precious metals 
from sulpburets, The method is very sim- 
ple, the Mining Journal states, the use of 
superheated steam or hydrogen gas being 
the agent used indesulpburizing. A furnace 
is constructed with a circular ore chamber 
six feet in diameter and several feet high, 
with a fire-chamber at the bottom three 
tect deep. A pipe from uw steam boiler 
passes down to the bottom of the fire, un 
der which it escapes from the perforated 
pipe so as to pass through the flames, ‘The 
ore chamber is filled with ore, made into 
brick form, after being pulverized to an 
impalpable powder; the fre chamber re~ 
coives a supply of wood, which is kindled ; 
the steam i# turned on, the door of the 
furnace is closed so as to keop the alr from 
the fire, andina fow minutes tho bluo flames 
of the hydrogen pass through the ore at the 
top of thefarnace, Tho Tatah antimony, 
and arsenic in the quartz are driven off in 
combination with the hydrogen and oxygon, 
and at the ond of eighteen hours the preci= 
ous metals are perfectly free, and ready to

‘Tho aocldent at St. Patrick’s Hall ai nor 
result in the loes of life, but several paru.g 
aro injured. F. J, Rastrick, severely cut by 
falling plaster; Constable McCormick, cut 
about the face, all his tront teeth knocked out 
by a piece of cornice; David Joles, badly 
brulsed about the chest, About thirty casea 
of slight bruises, flosh wounds, &c., were re~ 

ried, A young man named Norbert La- 
fete had bis coat cut, and shoulder aud upper 
forearm braised by the falling cornice. A 

number of parties who had fortunately got 
under some beams were gallantly rescued by 
Mr. R, Tansey. Ouly about 150 people had 
remained for dancing, or else the casualties 
would have been frightful. Cracks were 
heard some time before the crash took place, 
and Mr. Rastrick, who had rooms below, ran 
upto the Superintendent and advised the 
rooms to be cleared, Even then plaster com- 
menced to fall, An limmediate rush took 
place, and fortunately tho staircases were 
abundantly wide, The statute of St. Patrick, 
which was on the top of the wall,fell inwards, 
and lieson the ballroom floor. In soms 
places the {mmense weight of tron ceiling 
which fell in has broken through the flooring. 
The building is said to have been reported as 


congregated about the ruins. 

Au examination of the rains shows two 
myer flats to be almost a complete wreck. 
The great weight of roof falling from such 
helght caused it to break through portions of 
the hall floor, into the room beneath.

and between the candlesticks were vases of 
flowers, Near the altar were banners, dis- 
playing paintings of the Madonna and tho 
Infant Christ, and red crosses surrounded 
by golden stars, with the words, * O croks! 
more lovely than the stars!’ At the com- 
moncemeht of the service a procession, 
headed by un acolyte bearing @ crucifix, 
and consisting of twenty other acolytes and 
six clergymen, issued from the vestry and 
proceeded to the altar, Three of the pricets 
were attired in white moire antique yeut~ 
ments,weurlog underneath a garment richly 
embroidered in gold and crimaon,the white 
durplices over crimson soutanes ; and the 
celebrant avd his two curates took the 
position at the altar which at high masa 
the priest, dexcon, und sub-deacon occupy.

Some Curtovs racts or Histonr. 


Many things have been used at different 
times for money ; cowrle shelle in Africa ;

“Living money,” slaves and oxen paased 
current in iuelaat Greece and among tho 
Anglo-Saxons, in pemen of dobte, Adam 
Smith saya that, in hia dey, thero was a 
village in Scotland, where it was not un- 
common for women to carry naila instead 
of monoy to the baker's shop and thie ale~ 
houso, Marco Polo found in China money 
mado of the bark of the mulberry trew, 
bearing the stampa of the soverelgn, which 
{a death to counterfeit, being the carllenst 
specimen of paper money, 

Tobacco waa generally weed as money in 
Virginia up to 1600, fifty-seven yoars after 
the foundation of that colony, and men 
bought wives for such a weight of tobacco ; 
while in Canada the boavorekin being the 
groat staple, was in liko manner made a 
unit, and all transactions eatimated in 
beaver. The logiatature of Massachuctts 
once enacted that wheat should bo received 
in payment of alldubts, and the convention

A fresh fish is recognizable by the redness 
of its gills, the brightness of the eyes, and 
the firmness of the flesh. 

It isnot enough to be guided by the 
smell ; it may have lain days on ico with- 
out acquiring any noticeable smell, but the 
flesh in such a case will be dull and flaccid 
and care should be taken not to employ fish 
in that condition, It should be borne in 
mind that fish willlose in quality in the 
spawning season; this should regulate one's 
purchases,

The Massacres iu New Zealand, 


The overland mail bas brought New Zen- 
land papers with details of the massucres 
and atrocities committed by the Maories at 
Poverty Bay. The Southern Cross contains 
the following account; 

On Tuesday, Noy, 10th, before dawa, the 
Poverty Bay settlements were attacked,and 
thirty-five persons--men, women, and chil- 
dren—were indiscriminately maSsacred, 
Twenty are missing,three of whom—Messra, 
Scott, Poynton, and Kempthorne, (the latter 
ason of Mr. 8: Kempthorne, of Parnell)-— 
are believed to have been killed, Neither 
sex nor age has been spared, the returned 
pines from the Chatham Islands having 

illed every one that they could reach. The 
flocks and herds of the settlers are destroy- 
ed, their homesteads and dwellings burned 
to the ground, and one of the finest, if not 
the yery finest district in New Zealand, is 
entirely devastated, 

How the natives came into the Poverty 
Bay district ia not koown certainly, but 
neither European nor natives bad bad the 
slightest warning or alarm, There bad 
been no preparation made for detence, and 
the settlers were all living,with their wives 
und children, at their scattered homesteads, 
The settlers believed that the rebels were 
miles away, and on retiring to rest each of 
them spoke hopefully of his plans for the 
morrow, 

Shortly atter three olclock, about an 
hour before the dawn—a favourite time 
with the Maories for eurpriges, Major Biggs 
appears to have been awakened by hearing 
Maories outside the house, Supposing 
them to be some of the friendly scouts that 
bad been sent out to discover the where= 
abouts ef the Hau Hnus, be accosted them 
in Maori, The boy, Charles James, who 


His wife and children were close by bis alde 
With cordials to lessen bis palo ; 

When he spake of dylug, they sweutly replied 
He soon would recover again, 

And friends and phyalelaos were gathered there 


too, 
But death beld bim firm, for bls mortgage was 
due, 


His brow grew black as the regions of woe, 
And bla eye flamed pale with despair ; 
He was gulplog deep draughts from the tor- 
ments below,

He asked the laud where the gua was, The 
boy replied the gun was not loaded, and 
the major seized the weapon end was in 
the act of loading it, when he was again 
fired at, and he fell, The natives sppear 
to have rushed into the house, and com- 
menced to devour whatever provisions they 
could find about. They kindled a fire in 
the house, poor Mrs. Biggs standing by her 
wounded husband all the time with the 
cbild in her arms. Major Biggs now im- 
plored his wile to fly tor her life, but she 

eroically expressed her determination to 
remain by him till the last. With true 
womanly sympathy she in turn begged the 
servant to make her eacape whiletbere was 
yettime; but the servant bad determined 
to remain with her mistress, and obstinate

things not 


being no prospect of his gaining wny ad- 
vantage by continuing the attack, Colonel 
Whitmore retired carrying away all the 
wounded that could be seen, The Euro- 
pean forces engaged, including the rein 
forcements landed at Wanganui on Thurs- 
day last, behaved nobly. Kemp,and about 
fifty or sixty natives, also fought well, and 
elicited well merited praise from their 
European comrades. Majory Hunter died 
whilst being carried off the field, Nearly 
all the casualities occurred attacking pu, 
After a hard contest there, our men were 
on the point of taking it, and made certain 
of doing. so\'when fhe enemy received a 
strong reinforcement and our men were 
compelled to retire. Their retreat was coy- 
ered by a strong party, who did good oxe-

Adrift on a Cake of Ice. 


A PERILOUS ADVENTURE, 

Jeon de Boux, a native of Gaspe, ip 
Lower Canada, and for the lust four months 
at work on the Manitou Island, left his log 
cabin on Saturday, the 8rd inst,, with his 
dog, a large powerful Newtoundlagd, in 
pursuit of game, He soun discovered the 
fresh tracks of a large bear. Cautiously 
following it, be reached the shore of Lake 
Huron, and saw at no great distance on the 
ice a yery large animal, — Climbing over 
huge blocks of ice which the storm ot the 
previous night Lad thrown in wild confus- 
jon on the rocky coast, he approached sud- 
denly, the bear stopped and tried to retrace 
hissteps into the neighboying forest. | To 
interpept the aulmal, De Boux and the dog 
went on the ice, which seemed secure, as 
the road was for miles Unintercepted by 
water. He gained on the bear from min- 
ute to minute; when he saw to his aston- 
ishment that the large bear stopped, looked 
aroynd apd retraced lis steps, chasing the 
dog before bim. He shot and a well nim- 
ed bull entered the bead aud killed him on 
the spot 

Rushing towards the carcass, he did not 
observe that the wind bad ohavged, that 
the ice groaned and cracked,» He reached 
the beast und tried tadyag it to the shore, 
not more thay three quarters of a mile dis- 
tupt,. Rut imagine his surprise when he 
found that the wind, blowing fresher and 
more violent, had made a chasm between 
him snd tho land wore than tworods broad, 
At once, seeing his perilous position be 
fired rapidly and halloed at the top of his 
voice; no oue answered, echo alone brought 
his own voice buck out of deep repeases aud 
rocks, und le was rapidly drifting in» 
southweaterly direction ty the middle of 
the luke, His position was indeed most 
dungerous; the wind ingreased from mo 
ment to moment, and when night setip, it 
blew # perfect hurricane, breaking the large 
piece of jew on which he stood into & thous:

Tt had joined huge tlelds 
of low, Exhausted and froat-bitten, he 
walked for «miles towards the shore 
on the frog-o element, When again the 
large iwland of ice broke, drifting steadily 
towarda the Michigan shore.

Marriage a 10ng the Zuluz, 


The debasing influence of beathenism is 
seen in nothing more than in the degrad- 
ing ideas of the marriage relation, I bave 
just spent an evening with Rev. H. A. Wild- 
er, who bas been for twenty years a Mis 
sionury of the American Board at Natal, in 
South Africa, und he bas given me some 
facts in regard to the Zuluz, which may be 
of interest to your readers, Polygamy is 
very common, though not to so large an 
extent us formerly,—not owing to the in- 
fluence of Christianity, but to the rise in 
the price of wives. Until within a few 
years the continual wars between the va- 
rious tribos destroyed a large proportion of 
the men, and there was a superabundance 
of women, who thus became a drug in the 
market, and would only bring a very small 
price. Twenty years ago the very best 
quality of the article,—a woman who was 
handsome, strong, healthy, and obedient, — 
would only sell for ten cattle. But since 
then peice has more generally prevailed, 
and male and female children have been in 
about equal numbers, and in consequence 
women bave increased to about tive times 
their former value, and the price of a wife 
ranges from ten to forty and even fifty cat- 
tle, A mun’s importance is to a large ex- 
tent estimated by the number of his wives, 
wud the desire for this kind of property is 
no less strong than before, but the high 
prices have putit beyond the power of most 
men to obtain many Wives. 

At present, probably not more than half 
of the men have been able to obtain wore 
than one, and twenty wives is about the 
highest number any one has. 

The Zulus seem to regard the getting of 
4 wife in much the same way as buying a 
horse or acow. The girl is very little con- 
sulted in the matter, They live in what 
are called Araals, cach of which consists of 
an inclosure in which to shut up their cat- 
tle, and a collection of huts built of grass 
and) sticks, oné for each wife and her 
children, The getting a wife has now be- 
cOmeé a Very serious undertaking, and fre~ 
quently a young man hus to work, like 
Jacob, several years to secure the prize,and 
then le will find himself at the end of his 
toils compelled to live witb her on the bar- 
eat necessaries. The price of a cow is from 
fifteen (0 forty dollarsin gold, so that a 
wife may be estimated among Zolu luxuries 
for the total cost of oné is trom $150 to 
$2,000 in gold, or from $200 to $2,700 in 
greenbacks | 

In Zululand fathers never sell on trust, 
Dor On time, and they do not seem to have 
arrived at thatdegree of civilization where 
parties can give their notes for a wife, pay- 
uble at sight or at ninety: days, even with 
the best endorsers in all Natal. Doubtless 
4s civilization penetrates into those re- 
gions, the brokers in this article will erect 
a mutrimonial exchange, and the market 
Soot will appear under the bead of 
Wives in all the Zulu papers. Wheo a 
young man hus been able to purchase a 
cow, he takes it to the futher of the maid— 
én for whom he bargained, and deposits it 
with him as the first instalment; aod 80 
proceeds until be bas completed the num— 
ber stipulated as the price, Cases have oc 
curred in which a young Womun bas been 
86 unreasouuble as 10 run away and compel 
her agxious purient’ to restore all the 
cattle he hed received for ber, since be 
could not complete the contract with the 
suitor. When tbe price bas all been paid, 
the relatives of the girl all go in @ body to 
the residence of her future husband, and 
formally deliver ber to her pey owner. — 
They usually drive with them a cow to 
sacrifice ag part of the marriage feast.—

How it feels to be Hanged. 


(From the Loulsviile Democrat.) 


We are told that banging, if successful— 
that is, if it breaks a person’s neck—is the 
most sudden death He cab die. [t ruptures 
the spine in the immediate neighborhood 
of the medulla oblongata, and thus breaks 
up communication of the nerve force, or 
yital power, to the organs that carry on the 
human machinery. If the man’s neck is 
not broken the first action of the sord is 
to close the trachea, or windpipe, and thus 
stup the supply of gir. Tt also compresses 
the large veins in the neck which return 
blood to the heart—the jugglara—but does 
not entirely compress the large arteries that 
carry the blood to the brain, for these tie 
deepér, The immediate physiological effect 
is a congestion of the brain—o congestion 
not dissimilar in its commencement from 
the commenceient ot drunkeness, which js 
generally regarded ys agreeable, and the 
consequence of this congestion—a conse 
quence that perhaps follows in three min~ 
utes after the pressure of the cord is telt— 
is the tatal abolition of conscious sensation, 
Tho man may struggle and writhe ina way 
terrible to ses, but these struggles are like 
those of convulsions generally —painful only 
to the beholder. Therefore, if a man is 
hanged sucoeasfully, he feels only the one 
sickening sensation of the plunge before be 
gets to the end of the rope; three seconds 
of horror, Ifbe is banged successfully, by 
strangulation, he feels the aame three 
acconds, and, in addition, between the 
preasure af the cord and deep congestion 
of the brain, three minutes of swimming, 
drowsy, uncertain uneasiness—at the worst 
three minutes and three seconds, and this 
is ull we give of misery to murderers,— 
Compare with this the pain that man auf 
fora before he divs from an ordiyary illness 
—the drawnout wretchedness of lie threo 
weeks of fever, the days of agony with 
‘ueumatism, and the bentforward, reatless 
» ghts before this rheumatism finally brings 
is damaged heart to a standstill, the months 
of slow death entailed by o cancerous 
stomach; in fine, compare tho history of 
avy disease with the short sbrnft of bang- 
ing, and then reflect that our humanity 
now obliterates the murderer's three min= 
utes and three second by the uae of chloro 
form, Really it isa tine age, and if man 
in tired of this world aud wants to get out 
of it on easy terms, the thing for him to do 
ja to Cyt bie neighbor's throat nod be hang:
